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one that we're talking about, discussing: The Director of Health 
and Human Services "may" employ personnel, including...that's 
personnel, more than one, including an executive director, 
necessary to carry out the powers and duties of the initiative. 
Now the nature of the initiative, as I mentioned, has changed 
substantially since the introduction of this bill, but what 
we're talking about here now is a new bill, for all intents and 
purposes--"LB 1749". I would submit to you that this is a
necessary change. I ask that you support the first part of the 
amendment. Thank you very much.
SPEAKER KRISTENSEN: You've heard the closing. The question
before the body is the adoption of the first portion of the 
divided amendment. Senator Tyson, for what...
SENATOR TYSON: I ask for a call of the house, please,
Nr. Speaker.
SPEAKER KRISTENSEN: There's been a request to place the house
under call.

Senator 
Janssen, Senator Wickersham, Senator Kremer, the house is under 
call. Senator Redfield, Senator Dickey, Senator Wickersham, 
Senator Janssen, the house is under call. Senator Bromm. 
Senator Bromm, Senator Lynch, the house is under call. Please 
report to the Legislative Chamber. Senator Tyson, for what 
purpose do you rise?
SENATOR TYSON: Can we proceed?
SPEAKER KRISTENSEN: Senator Lynch is the only senator who is
not excused, is not here. Is it okay to proceed?
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
